GUANO. 


The importation of guano hss increased 
greatly since the close of the war. Before 
that time tke importation was very large, 
and a fair proportion of the vessels which 
left the Atlantic States for California found 
a very good business in bringing return car- 
goes of guano at high rates. The south he- 
ing tke largest consumer, the demand fell oft 
very considerably during the war. This 
trade has since revived, however, and for 
the year ending June 30, 1870, we imported 
48,749 tons valued at $1,415,510 against 13,- 
329 tons valued at $204,348 in the year 
1868-9. Very little of this commodity comes 
to this port, by far the greater portion being 
entered at Baltimore and Philadelphia, from 
their near proximity to the southern States, 
which makes it more convenient for buyers 
and shippers. The no and western 
states consume very little guano, and this 
port received only $12 tons during 1869, 
with very little prospect of an increase dur- 
ing the present year. During the time that 
cay a small quantity was brought to this 
country the demand for home-made fertiliz- 
ers largely stimulated their production, and 
they have in a great measure taken the place 
of the imported in some sections. There 
has been a new discovery of guano on the 
coast of Peru, which is said to be of great

AGRICULTURE IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
Editor Massachusetts Ploughman: 
The annual report of agricultural returns 
of Great Britain for 1870, has recently been 
presented to Parliament, and contains many 
items of interest to American farmers. From 
‘an early copy just reseived, the following 
statistics are compiled for the readers of the 
Ploughman. 
The commissioner reports the same diffi- 
culty in getting answers to the schedules as 
exists here. The same misunderstanding and 
dread of interference shows itself, and is 
much more prevalent in England than Scot- 
land and Wales. 
DIVISION OF LAND. 

The entire number of owners of land in 
Great Britain (by which we mean England, 
Scotland and Wales) is 529,150, of these 
286,245 own less than twenty acres, each 
amounting in all to 2,658,000 acres, or!not 
quite nine per cent. of the total average, and 
fifty-four per cent. of the total ownership. 
149,834 own from twenty to one hundred 
acres each, amounting to 7,810,000jacres, or 
twenty-six per cent. of acreage, and twenty- 
eight per cent. of ownership. 93,071 own 
over one hundred acres, amounting to not 
less than twenty millions acres, or sixty-five 
per cent. of the acreage and eighteen per 
cent. of the ownership. 
There are 11,676 owners less than 1869, 
which is in part accounted for by classing 
farms together. 
In Scotland, ninety-five per cent. of all the 
owners do not exceed twenty acres each. 

UNDER CULTIVATION. 
Sixty per cent. of all the arable land is 
under tillage, and forty per cent. is pasture. 
The amount under cultivation is 18,334,723 
acres, a decrease of 77,000 acres since 1869.

THE HORSE IN HIS STALL. 


Notwithstanding all that has been said on 
the subject, people still confine their horses, 
compel them to stand in the same cramped 
place, and in their own dung, and this from 
day to day, even for a whole winter, and 
some during the year. The result is, thick 
legs, stiff joints, bad hoofs, and other ail- 
ments of the general system, as well as the 
feet and legs. 

This is wrong. A horse cannot tell his 
injuries—he suffers in silgnce, becomes crip- 
pled, spoiled for life, dies, and that is the 
end of him. Thus thousands of horses are 
annually lost—and the evil extends to every 
neighborhood. We are all, or nearly all, 
guilty of this. Do we not, dear reader— 
most of us—fasten our horses to one spot, 
where they cannot move, and there force 
them to stand? Are we guiltless of swelled 
legs in our horses? Are they as comforta- 
ble in their cramped condition as when they 
are in the field, or where they have room in 
their stall? ‘To tie a horse in his stall is the 
first link in the chain of abuse. Give your 
horse freedom—he has the principles of its 
enjoyment within him. Give him a chance 
to walk, to change his position, to be at 
ease, and not confined, c:amped, tyranized. 
Treat him rationally. Not as is the habit— 
the habit is bad. Look to his wants intelli- 
gently. He will appreciate you and remem- 
ber your favors--for a horse has a good 
memory. But bad treatment is bad tor 
him—bad to remember; but he submits to 
it, because he must; and he will make the 
best of a bad thing, even walk without invi- 
tation into his prison stall—it is his only 
piace, and there he will suffer in silence. 
Give him room—let him loose in it. Give 
him bedding—slean bedding every day. 
And do it now. We aie now talking to the 
careless and reckless. A humane, intelli- 
gent man will see that his beast is cared for. 
Treat the animal which is your main reliance 
with more care, and you will not regret it.— 
Rural Worid.

— All salted provisions should be watched and 
see that they are kept under the brine, for if one 
piece of meat lies up it will spoil the whole bar- 
rel. If the brine looks bloody, it must be scalded 
and more salt added; when cold pour back. 

— {No broom corn isto be raised in Northern 
Illinois this year, the present ruinous prices 
having terrified the farmers. The market price 
is now only from twenty to sixty dollars per ton. 
and the coro cannot be raised for less than 
seventy dollars. 

— A good stone boat can be made by using 
rouud timbers, six iuches in diameter for the 
sides and planking on the top crosswise. 
Round the enter so that it will slide easily, and 
pin on scantling around the sides and ends. 
On a hard road or on sward it is better than a 
plank boat, but not as good on soft ground. 

— The business of pork packing, it is said, is 
beginning to be one of considerable importance 
in California. One of the largest establishments 
of the kind in the mountains is that of Cashin & 
Restof, near Grass Valley, of which the Nevada 
Transcript says :—The product of this establish: 
ment is neat and clean, and every partof the 
process is conducted with the greatest care. 

— The Lockport Journal is informed by Mr. 
Kingsbury that he carefully banked up his apple 
trees in the Fall, and had then no apprehension 
of danger from mice. It occurred to him recent- 
ly to make an examination, and, to his surprise, 
he found that the mice had burrowed beneath 
the mounds of earth, and made sad havoc with 
quite a number of his most valuable trees. 

— The consumption of peanuts in this coun- 
try is enormous, but is continually increasing. 
It is reported that Virginia sent to market last 
year 400,000 bushels; Tennessee, 300,000; Geor- 
gia andthe Carolinas, about 200,000, others of 
the Southern and Middle States raise this nut in 
considerable quantities. gWe also import thous- 
ands of bushels. As a general rule, the culti- 
vation of peanuts is a profitable business where 
the soil and climate are congenial. 

— The Horticulturist discourages the culti- 
vation of Lima beans as a profitable crop. A 
year ago they were worth $10 to $15 per bushel; 
and as a natural consequence thousands of farm- 
ers and gardepers rushed into their cultare, 
negiecting several other products in the expec- 
tation of suddenly accumulating wealth by 
means ofthis new source of profit. Before the

of human food. What nobler or more 
Philanthropic object can a man propose to 
himself than this? 

We know very well that one of the reasons 
why the college is not more liberally en- 
dowed 1s the manner in which the fund, that 
isthe land scrip granted by Cungress, was 
disposed of. It was sold by the Governor 
and Council for an average of less than sixty- 
three cents an acre, when it ought to have 
brought at least a dollar and a quarter, that 
being the minimum price asked by the Gov-

unprofitable culture for mere gratification, 
even if I had been so disposed. Under this 
rule I have retained fruit and grass, and 
have given up the growing of corn, grain or 
root crops to any extent. I have learned 
that a field may be kept in grass profitably 
for twelve years at least without a falling off 
in productiveness, and without ploughing or 
reseeding. All of my tillage land that is 
not in fruit, is kept in grass for hay, and is 
as follows: 

My barn is so constructed as to save ev- 
ery iole of the manure, both liquid and 
solid, ina water-tight cellar. A sufficient 
quan'ity of rain water is added to dilute the 
liquid portion. Each spring, about the time 
that the grass begins to look green, the li- 
quid is raised by means of a chain pump and 
distributed by a simple box and sprea:er, 
upon that portion of the grasa nearest the 
barn. So much of the solid portion as may 
be needed for any special purpose is re- 
moved, and the rest allowed to remain. At 
any convenient time in late summer or au- 
tumn, the accumulated liquid is again spreac 
upon other grass. The solid residue is then 
entirely removed and spread upon grass 
more distant from the barn, choosing each 
year the portions least productive. ‘This 
plan has given satisfactory results thus far, 
and will be continued. 

The farm is one field, having no interior 
fences or walls. Of the division walls 
standing at the time of the purchase, some 
200 rods, I have removed the whole either 
into road-beds, underdrains, or into a vacant 
corner. The original pasture fields are now 
either in grass or fruit, and no stock is al- 
lowed to be at large upon any part of the 
premises. In the summer season but one 
cow is kept, and she is fed in the barn upon 
early cut and meal. In winter, enough 
ad farrow cows are procure! to con- 
sume all of the hay, and they are fed freely 
with grain, by which means through the but- 


thirteen neat cattle and two horses, and fre- 
quently I sell my surplus hay after winterin 
my stock. My corn forage is usually equa 
to three tons per acre, which is cured by 
cutting up a soon as the ears are well glazed, 
and stooked, and put it in the barn as soon 
as it is cured enough to keep, although it 
may mold some, which I consider no detri- 
ment to it, thereby being more tender and 
palatable for the cattle. 

My orchard yields a good supply of apples, 
pears and peaches, for home consumption, 
and have a surplus which is sold yearly for 
about $75.00. 

In the spring of 1869, I procured 200 peach 
trees, which I set out on a piece of ground 
elevated about 150 feet above the meadow 
bottom, prepared for the purpose and fenced. 
They lived and grew well, and now look well, 
notwithstanding the drought of this year, 
and will commence bearing probably next 
year; they were selected to raise peaches for 
the market, many of them being late varie- 
ties to supply our market after the Southern 
peaches have been exhausted. I keep six 
cows, and sell the milk and calves for about 
$300 yearly. Also, 50 hens to lay “ge for 
the market, finding them more profitable 
than swine, especially as I sell my milk. 

I have this autumn constructed a dam 
across the brook flowing through my farm of 
sufficient width, for a road, to pass over it 
with my team, which roadI ve:y much need 
to have access to my field lying contiguous 
to the brook, for the purpose of hauling 
stones for a fence to enclose the field and to 
transport manure from my barn to the field, 
and crops the other way. My intention is 
to flow my meadow bottom (containing five 
or six acres,) above said dam, admirably 
adapted for a cranberry meadow till the 
roots and bushes are kilied out, whi 
take one or two years, and then dram 
the water into its natural channel, and 
the meadow and set it out to cranberr 
the most approved varieties. 

I have aimed to make such improvements

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BAD ROADS, ETC. 


From various portions of Northern Louisianaand 
Eastern T:xas, reports come hither that many 
of the pla.ters are finding great difficulty in 
hauling thei: late crop of cotton to various points 
of shipment t> market. The roads are reported 
to bein terrible condition, overflowed, muddy, 
cut up into huge, almost impassable gullies, and 
presenting very unpleasant obstacles to trans- 
portation. [he mules and horses employed in 
pu'ling the staple to /andings are worn out and 
unfitted for service for ploughing and other work 
on the farm. The wagons are also broken u 
and worn «ut by the excessive use to which 
they are applied. Returning, these are laden 
with corn and other stores that have been 
porchased at an immense expense, and often the 
entire proceeds of the sales of cotton are ex- 

nded in ases of materials that should 
ave been on the plontations. If this 
were done would not only furoish profit- 
able returm oney to the producers, but 
their stock J also be greatly advantaged 
in having lig: htto carry on the return trip. 


8 GE OF GRAIN. 


We have receiMy had an instance of a t 
loss of grain by shrinkage when it is kept a fittle 
time. The writer had a quantity carefully 
measured and put up in sacks. It remained ina 
cool barn in this way for three months. When 
the sacks were first filled the mouths could 
scarcely be tied, they were so full. At the end 
of three months, there was apparently plenty of 
room for more. For curicsity some of it was re- 
measured, and it was found that two quarts per 
bushel had fallen away. This is a loss of about 
seven per cent. Theplace where the seed was 
kept was very unfavorable to waste. [here was 
no beat or wind to dry it up, and it may be 
taken as the very lowest percentace of loss. We 
have no doubt that, under other circumstances, 
the icss by savingsix months may often reach 
as high as twenty percent. These things should 
be considered by those who are inclined to hold 
on for the chance of a rise. 

Another consideration strikes one here. Peo- 
ple often complain that they get short weight or 
measure. No doubt this is too often the case; 
bat it is likely that in some instances the differ- 
ence is as much in shrinkage as in moral.— Weekly 
Press. 


RENOVATING WORN LAND. 





At a recent meeting of the American /nstitute 
Farmers’ Club, when this qhestion was called 
up, one of the members said that the most 
fectual methodin his opinion was to turn un- 
der clover, or buckwheat. It was objected 
that buckwheat contributed bat little to the rese 
toration of exhausted land; clover and peas are 
| well adapted for this pu e former being 
especially. A, M. Curtis contended that manare 
was always the best medicine for worn out land. 
In the absence of a fertilizer it is well to plough 
deep and sow with peas or puckwheat, and turn 
it under when the crop has attained full growth, 
and then sow with rye, and in the spring seed 
with clover. Take off the crop of rye and leave 
the clover until the second year, and when itis 
in blossom plough that under and sow with 
wheat or rye again, and seed with clover. 
Treated in this way land will certainly improve. 
After the second crop of rye or wheat has been 
taken off, the land will be in good enough con- 
dition, usually, to plant in corn.

—Prof. Cook writes the Cvuntry Gentleman 
that on the New Jersey Agricultural Coliege 
Farm the average Ayrshires are better milkers 
than the common stock, and are always in better 
condition on the same food. One Ayrshire 
cow, pronounced medium, gave 2,957 quarts of 
milk last year. The best ofthe common cows 
gave 2,921 quarts. At the Norway Agricultural 
College very favorable reports are given of the 
Ayrshires. ihe greatest yield of milk reported 
from one cow in one year is 4,558 qts. In four 
years the average yield of 20 or 21 Ayrshire 
cows was ,7 00 quarts of mi‘k each per day. 

— The London Cottage Gardener relates an 
experiment which shows the advantage of keep- 
ing the leaves of plants free from dust. Twe 
orange trees, weighing respectively eighteen and 
twenty ounces, were allowed to vegetate without 
their leaves being cleaned, for a year; and two 
others, weighing respectively, nineteen and 
twenty and a half ounces had their leaves 
sponged with tepid wateroncea week. The first 
incresaed in weight less than half an ounce each 
while of the two latter, one had increased two, 
and the other nearly three ounces. 

— In bis treatise on the grape vine, Mr. Mohr, 
a German author, says thatthe main parts of a 
good grape vine in the summer, are the stem, 
cane, shoot, or branch. The branch lasts about 
six months, from May to October, when it turns 
brown and beccmes a cane. The cane lasts for 
twelve months, from October to October, when 
it changes toastem. The stem lasts as long as 
the vine—from twenty-five to hundreds of years. 
The shoots of canes will bear fruit the coming 
year. The shoots from the stem require one 
season’s growth to form buds to bear fruit the 
year after. 

— A correspondent of the Rural New Yorker 
says that last year on apiece of ground 19 by 20 
feet, he raised ten bushels of onions from black 
seed. He raised onions on the samo piece of 
ground the previous year, and they did uot pay 
for the seed; they were destroyed by maggots 
and wire werms. He p d three bushels of 
salt and two barrels of fish and pork brine and 
top dressed his garden (about one-fourth of an 
acre) with it, after he had gathered all his vege- 
tables. Last Spring he ploughed the garden and 
put on three. ox cart loads of well rotted hog and 
chip manure, and such vegetables he never 
raised before. 

—Tne New York Farmers’ Club reports 
that A. Beeman, of Crawford County, Peun., 
ploughed a cleared swamp ten inches deep, and 
planted on it corn three and a halffeet each way 
five stalks to the hill, no manure, and harvested 
179 bushels of ears per acre, some 90 bushels of 
shelled corn. Also, that six acres of corn were 
planted by Charles Sayer on land of Jesse Owen, 
Chemung, N. Y., consisting of river flats, 
ploughed seven inches deep, no manure, in hills 
three and one half feet each way, which harvest- 
ed 188 bushels of ears per acre—probably at 
least 94 bushels shelled corn—variety, white 
dent. This took the premiam at the Chemung 
County Fair. ? 


—A heavy growth of clover, badly knocked 
down, and twisted together by rain and wind, 
is a bad crop to handle. Better cut a heavy crop 
early, rather than run the risk of having it fall 
down. What you lose in the first crop by early 
cutting, you will gain in the second, or in the 
seed. Or, if you are short of pasture, an early 
cut field of clover soon gives a capital bite for 
receutly weaned lamba. But early cut clover 
shrinks a good deal, and it requires extra care 
incuring. The hay is very deceptive. It appears 
cured when it isnot. The sap is quite weak, 
and the ingredients of the clover are only par- 
tially organized, and consequently more inclined 
to run into injurious fermentation. Early cut 
clover, therefore, must be thoroughly cured. it 
then makes capital hay for milch cows.—Kz-

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TREATY OF WASHINGTON. 
Notwithstanding the precautions which 
have been taken to secure the ususl secrecy 
if diplomatic negotiations, in the matter of 
‘the treaty now pending, the whole text with 
but slight errors has been published in the 
papers. It makes a very long document of 
forty-three articles, of various lengths. It 
takes up first the Alabama claims, and in the 
first article recites that the Queen has author- 
ized her high commissioners and plenipoten- 
tiaries to express, in a friendly spirit, the re- 
gret felt by Her Majesty’s Government for 
the escape, under whatever ciroumstances, of 
the Alebama and other vessels from British 
ports, and for the depredations committed 
by those vessels, 
It then proceeds to designate a mode of 
submitting all the claims arising from these 
depredations to a board of arbitrators to br 
named one each by the President, the Queen 
of England, the King of Italy, the President 
of the Swiss Confederation, and by the Empe- 
ror of Brazil. Article sixth is an important 
ne and fixes upon the basis of principles of 
international law which shall be applicable tu 
the case. The article is the key note of this 
part of the treaty, and is a most important 
concession in our favor. It is as follows: 


Arricie Vi.—In deciding the matters sub- 
mitted to the arbitrators, they shall be governed 
by the following three rules to be taken as appli- 
sable to the case, and such principles of interna 
tional law, not inconsistent therewith, as the ar- 
bitrators determined to have been applicable to 
the case. 

Rviss.—A neutral Government is bound— 
First, to use due diligence to prevent the fitting 
out among or equipping within its jurisdiction 
of any vessel which it has reasonable ground to 
believe ts intended to cruise or carry on war 
against a power with which it is at peace, and al- 
sv to use like diligence to prevent departure from 
its jurisdiction of a vesse 





inten to causé or 


specially adapted in whole or part within such 
jurisdiction to warlike use. 

Secondly — Not to permit or suffer either bel- 
ligerent t make use of its ports or waters as the 
vase of naval operations against the other, for 
the purpose of the renewal or augmentation of 
military supplies of arms or the recruit of men. 
Thirdly — To exercise Cue diligence in its own 
ports as to all persons within the jurisdiction, to 
prevent any Violation of the foregoing obliga- 
tions and duties. 

Her Britannic Majesty has commanded her 
High Commissioners and plenipotentiaries to 
declare that Her Majesty's Government cannot 
assent to the foregoing rules as a statement or 
principle of intervational laws which were in 
force at the time when the claims mentioned in 
article first arose, but Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, in order to evince its desire of strengthen- 
ing the friendly relations between the two coun- 
tries arising out of these claims, the arbitrators 
shail assume that Her Majesty's Government 
had undertaken to act upon the principles set 
forth in these rules, and the bigh contracting 
parties agree to observe these rules between 
themselves in future, and to bring them to the 
knowledge of other maritime powers, and to in- 
vite them to accede to them. 


The substance of the provisions of the 
treaty as relating to the coast fisheries, the 
navigation of the St. Lawrence, and the boun- 
dary question, was given in our last, as it had 
then transpired what were the points of the 
treaty in those particulars, and the text of 
the treaty does not substantially differ from 
the abstract there given, except in the fulness 
of details. 

Of course the treaty presents many sub- 
jects of discussion in the press of the country, 
and among the community. The portion of 
the treaty on the Alabama claims meets with 
general approval, and as a whole the treaty 
is regarded as presenting a very favorable 
settlement ot the fishing questions, and that 
of lak end river navigation. These ques- 
tions are not popularly understood, and the 
feeling generally is that the subjects have 
heen submitted to careful investigation by 
our able representatives and their conclusions 
cannot be unfavorable to the country. 

In the Senate the treaty was referred to 
the committee on foreign relations, and on 
Monday that committee reported in favor of 
it without amendment. Although the ses- 
sions are secret something leaks out every

THE LEGISLATURE. 

The committee of the Senate on the order 
to inquire into the expediency of laying « 
tax on the gross receipts of railroads, have 
reported that euch tax is inexpedient, but 
recommend a policy of reducing the pas- 
senger and freight tariffs. The committee 
insinuate that the present rates are very 
high, end that if they adhere to them such a 
tax, although objectionable, may at a future 
time be very justifiably imposed, and the 
report is made in the confident expectation 
that the corporations will recognize the jus- 
tice of the demand made upon them by the 
committee. A bill has already been report- 
ed to require railroad corporations whose 
’| dividends for the last three years have aver- 
aged eight per cent and over to reduce their 
passenger rates to two cents per mile. 

The bill in relation t> the hours of labor 
was rejected. The question of female suf- 
frage came betore the House last week in the 
shape of a resolution to propose an amend- 
ment to the constitution by striking out ‘he 
word “male,” and after considerable debate, 
it was refused passage, there not being even 
a majority in its favor, the constitution re- 
quiring a two thirds vote. 

The Senate on Monday passed the bill 
limiting fares on certain railroads to two 
cents per mile. The resolve appropriating 
$25,000 in aid of the erection of a new 
building for the Washingtonian Home has 
passed the House. The committee on rail- 
roads, after a full hearing on the subject of 
the railroad tracks in Worcester, have re- 
ported a bill providing for the removal of 
the tracks from certain public ways and the 
common in that city, and for a union passen- 
ger station which has passed both Houses.

17th the latest advices, some fifteen thou- 
sand had died, and nine thousand more vere 
sick. The people who had left were lodged 
and camping out in the country as best they 
could. Business had been entirelg suspend- 
ed, the custom house and all the banks had 
closed, and the city wore a deserted appear- 
ance.

The French Rebellion.—The |at- 
est reports from Paris indicate that the reign 
ot the Commune is near its end.

The Assemblists are now close up to the 

walls, aud have made several large branch- 
es, and are reported to be in possession of a 
portion of the ramparts of the city, includ- 
ing'ene or two gates. A part of the city 
adjoining the gates is also in their posses - 
sion, The bombardment has been going on 
vigorously, resulting in still farther destruc- 
tion of life and property. 
The communists power in the aity is evi- 
dently on the wave, and they have made but 
feeble demonstrations against the besiegers. 
Everything points to the early possession of 
the capital by the constituted authorities. 
The column of Vendoure, one of the finest 
architectural objects in Paris was destroyed 
by the rebels last Tuesday. The people of 
the city, are doubtless ready to render every 
assistance to the government when they once 
get such possession of the city that they can 
safely do so. The contest has been prolonged 
wih obstinacy, and whatever farther opposi- 
tion is shown will be hopeless and wanton. 





Disaster in the Bay.—A few weeks 
ago the fragments of a wréck were found on 
the surface of the waterin large quantities 
in the vicinity of the Cohasset shore, at a 
time when there had been no severe weather, 
and it was suppesed that the barque Merri.

A letter from the captain confirms the sup- 
position, and in It he gives the follow- 
ing particulars of the disaste.,the crew being 
taken aboard and carried out with the 
steamer to Liverpool.

The diluters were fined last 
year to the t of five hundred and two 
dollars." The sum paid out for milk for the 
year was very nearly three millions of dollars. 
And in spite of inspection and every addi- 
tional safeguard, it is confidently alleged that 
more milk-compounding rogues go free than 
are convic'ed and punished. It is no com- 
pliment to our much vaunted civilization to 
say so. Every man, woman and child in 
the community shuld be in conspiracy to 
see that so perfectly innocent, sweet and 
wholesome a food beverage as country milk 
was presented pure to the lips of the confid- 
ing consumer.

Editorial. 
MARKET GARDENING. 


We do not propose to write an essay uv 
this fruitful subject, but simply to call 
attention of such of the readers of 
Ploughman as may be within reach of an 
ket, to the importance of gradually worki 
into a system of cultivation analogou 
the market gardens to be found in the vit 
ity of our large cities. The very cap 
essay of Mr. John B. Moore, to be foun 
the eighteenth Report of the Secretary 
the State Board-of Agriculture, has g 
into the subject at considerable length, 
called attention to many points to which 
need not allude. But it has occurred 
many, that any farmer of average intellig- 
could govern himself, that is, lay out 
plans so as to work by degrees into a mar 
garden system of cultivation, and md 
more profit than he can by the present r 
tine of ordinary farming. 

We say he may gradually work into ¢ 
change and without disarranging his pres 
mode of management or running any m 
rial risk. For a man unacquainted with | 
business to go into it without any gre 
previous experience might be hazardous, a: 
itis not always convenient to put hims 
into a position where he can gain the req 
site experience. But he may work into 
gradually, and by slow degrees with ve 
little if any pecuniary risk. 

Market gardening has come to be quite 
from farming, requiring more capital, sk 
and perhaps more intelligence. Bat wh 
this is true, it is at the same time certa 
that any farmer whose land is not beyo 
reach of a good market, and this includes 
far the greater portion of the farms of N 
England, can make the raising of some cr 
on «small scale and after the mode of tre 
ment pursued by the skillful market garden:

The amount of manure which c 
be profitably used in growing a crop 
market, that is a crop of vegetables, 
harily be said to have any limit. It 
srid by those who know from long experien 
that a hundred cart loads of first rate hof 
manure to the acre every year, is none 
much, and that this quantity, costly thou 
Mt be, is sure to pay a greater profit th 
ity loads, and that even a greater and m< 
liberal application than that will pay as 
Rreater profit. 

It is alo true that the production of m4 
ket vegetables, requires a heavy outlay { 
labor, and for seed, and a very considera 
expense for marketing, etc. And her: 
where the economy of high culture comes 
for it must be evident that the cost of lat 
and of seed will be about the same, whet 
the crop be light or heavy. It takes a cert 
‘mount of crop to pay the cost of all the 
items, so that up to this point there is 
course no profit at all. When we get beyo 
this point, when the actual cost is paid 
by the produce, the profit comes in, in fi 
nearly all beyond this is clear profit, so ti 
if we can stimulate the growth to an exc 
sive production, the rate of profit is v 
Tapidly increased in proportion to expens¢ 

Tt is stated that the average annual « 
penditure for manure to raise vegetal 
successfully cannot fall short of three h 
dred dollars an acre, and that with this 
Penditure judiciously applied, the clear pr 
Will be at least $500 per acre.
